New State Laws Go Into Effect Today 


By HORTENSE MYERS 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — 
Governor Bowen today signed 
into effect 163 new laws during 
a news conference at which he 
defended Indiana’s, “Two Per 
Cent Ciub” as a method of po­ 
litical financing 'that should 
continue “until something better 
comes along.” 
Bowen’s proclamation put into 
effect all 197J laws that did not 
have emergency clauses or spe­ 
cific effective dates. Statehouse 
news media reporters utilized 
the ceremony, which put into 
effect the bulk of the age-of- 


,specific effective dates. If a 
law has an emergency clause, 
it goes into efect when signed 
by the governor and or filed 
with the secretary of state. 
But for a variety of the 1973 
laws, including such things as 
minimum speed limits of 45 
miles an hour on interstate 
roads and legalizing the pur- 
chase of cigarettes by an 18- 
year-old, the effective date did 
not become known until promul­ 
gation. By law, promulgation 
involves sending copies of the 
new laws to all county clerks, 
who file certificates with the 
governor giving time of receipt.

31,000 Veterans Apply 
Although the Vie'nam bonus 
is among the newly-effective 
laws, many weeks of prepara­ 
tion already have gone into this 
major undertaking of the state. 
Ear! E. Heath, director of the 
State Department of Veterans 
Affairs, said today 31,603 of an 
expected 
60,000 
applications 
have been received. 
Heath and Ms four person 
staff began preliminary work 
soon after the Mil passed the 
1973 Legislature. They designed 
and distributed the application 
forms and have been making 
nonstop informational talks. 
“We hope to have the first 
checks out 
before 
Sept. 
1,” 
Heath explained. “We are re­ 
ceiving applications from Hoo- 
sier veterans scattered all over 
the world.’’ With the new law in 
effect, Bowen authorized Heath 
to increase his staff to assist in 
sending 
acknowledgements 
to 
the applicants. 


Some Addresses Unknown 
One problem facing the de­ 
partment 
in

Canada Takes 
Frightened Oklahoma Convicts

As Canada’s role in the four- 
nation 
International 
Commis­ 
sion of Control and Supervisión 
(ICCS) 
officially 
ended, 
the 
leader of Hungary’s delegation 
said the commission will stop 
checking 
reports 
of 
truce 
violations and supervising pris­ 
oner 
releases—its 
two 
main 
functions. 
Ference 
Esztergaly, 
chair­ 
man of the Hungarian delega­ 
tion, said the commission would 
act 
only 
“on 
a 
consultation 
basis” until a replacement for 
Canada was found. 
No replacement was in sight, 
although an informed source in 
Saigon said Brazil or Iran were 
strong possibilities. 
When Canada agreed to join 
Indonesia, Hungary and Poland 
on the ICS under terms of the 
Jan. 27 Vietnam cease-fire, it 
said it was doing so on the 
condition that the body operate 
effectively. 
It had nearly 19 years of 
bitter experience 
with 
Indo­ 
china peace-keeping on the old 
International 
Supervision 
and 
Con*rol Commission set up by 
the 1954 Geneva conference. 
But 
Canada’s 
frustrations 
with the ICCS began almost 
immediately after its arrival in 
Vietnam, ¿ lost its fight for 
open ICCS meetings, the first of 
a long series of disagreements 
within the commission—most of 
which saw the Indonesians and 
Canadians 
voting 
one 
way, 
Hungary and Poland the other.

“ We won’t go back in there,” 
one inmate yelled. “How in the 
hell do they (prison officials) 
think it’s safe for us to go in 
there? There are lots of dead 
inmates stiT in there.” 
These prisoners claimed they 
never took part in the 43-hour, 
10-minute rebellion which began 
Friday 
afternoon 
and 
ended 
Sunday 
morning. 
They have 
refused to return to ceiHMocks 
in 
the 
prison 
claiming 
the 
militant prisoners inside would 
kill them for not participating 
in the uprising. 
“ We won’t go back in there,” 
a prisoner yelled. “ We’ll live 
right here in this blasted water. 
We just want to' live. We’re 
trying 
to pull 
together and 
live.” 
The prisoners said they dared 
not even yell out their names. 
At one point the prisoners who 
talked to reporters wrote their 
names on a piece of paper and 
tried to throw it over the two 
fences and the 12 feet between 
the fences that separated the 
prisoners from the reporters.

Almost like clockwork, every 
day, you’d look in the paper 
and there it would be; home 
run—Ruth. Sometimes, two. 
For many people today Babe 
Ruth is merely a legend, only a 
name. 
The vast majority never have 
seen him perform, and. those 
who 
haven’t include Hank 
Aaron. 
But once you saw Ruth play, 
you never forgot him. He had a 
way of staying in your mind 
indelibly regardless of whether 
you saw him hit a home run or 
strike out. 
Every pitcher who was ever 
a home run victim of his, 
remembers him.

WELFARE CADILLAC 
In a move that seems rare for a gov­ 
ernment official, Indiana State Welfare 
Administrator Wayne A. Stanton has 
backed a proposal which would limit the 
value of automobiles owned by welfare 
recipients. It was a controversial state­ 
ment which he made last month calling 
for a limit of $1,200 on the value of cars 
owned by persons on welfare. 
Formerly director of the Marion Coun­ 
ty Welfare Department, Stanton assured 
welfare recipients that he was not try­ 
ing to deprive them of transportation to 
the very jobs which are vital to their sur­ 
vival and, hopefully, eventual independ­ 
ence from welfare. However, as quoted in 
a UPI wire story appearing in a recent 
Reporter, Stanton said he arrived at the 
$1,200 value limit by adopting the view 
that welfare recipients should not own 
cars worth more than those commonly 
driven by non-welfare recipients on low 
incomes.He said most such families drive 
autos that are about six years old. Stan­ 
ton said he feels persons who can afford 
to drive valuable cars do not need public 
assistance. 
We applaud Mr. Stanton’s efforts as 
an example of enlightened government 
thinking. Like him, we feel that welfare 
assistance is truly justified to those who 
have no other adequate means of sup­ 
port. But when abuse of welfare aid is a 
slap in the face of its original intent, we 
feel that action such as that taken by 
Mr. Stanton ic clearly in order. 
Perhaps that $1,200 limit on value is 
too low. We are not in a position to make 
that kind of judgment. Whatever, Mr. 
Stanton is on the right track in suggest­ 
ing that limits should be imposed on the 
value of luxury items owned by persons 
being assisted by the American taxpayer.

them, and neither will religious ecstasy. 
And unless someone can show them the 
way, they’ll refuse to go on living. I know, 
because I am burying too many of them 
who won’t listen! 
Not to know, or to refuse to believe that 
Christ is the answer, is the great tragedy 
of thousands of young people today. But 
Christ is not a drug to take; He is a Spir­ 
it Who must be received by faith. Christ 
is not a mood of ecstasy we strain to 
achieve; He is a real Person to whom we 
surrender. His way is not a do-it-yourself 
religion; it is a transformation of the 
heart that brings about a new birth and 
a new nature and a new life. Christ is 
not an emotional trip by which we escape 
the realities of the burden and pains of 
life; rather He is Saviour and Lord and 
Guide by whom we are made adequate 
for standing up to all of life. 
Christ is still the answer, and we must 
still try to get this across to the world.

‘When you get right down to 
it, some of these shops aren’t 
selling meat so much as they 
are selling credit,” Pendergast 
said. “They aren’t concerned 
whether their customers come 
back or not and 'their service 
shows it. 
“Under normal circumstanc­ 
es, what I advise for the typical 
family is either buying adver­ 
tised specials and loss leaders—

rapidly as the outside. Pender­ 
gast said spoilage was likely if 
the buyer tried to freeze a 
large amount of meat at once 
in his home freezer. 
—All the cuts of meat on a 
side the buyer’s family might 
not like. Pendergast noted that 
the buyer is paying the same 
price for shank, short ribs and 
flank as he is for rib roast, 
porterhouse and top round but 
may not use the poorer cuts.

Prosecutor, where the questions 
are somewhat different) those 
tapes — and only those — which 
bear specifically on his con­ 
versations with John Dean may 
be legally and constitutionally 
sound — that will be debated 
by lawyers and now, it seems, 
may be finally decided by the 
courts — but, however this may 
be, 1 must say that, in my 
judgment, from a practicaly 
and political point of view, this 
derision is a mistake. 
I would not have been sur­ 
prised 
bad 
the 
President 
r e f u s e d , on Constitutional 
grounds, to release the tapes 
to the Committee, particularly 
in response to its demand; but 


I was hopeful that, even so, the 
President would elect, in some 
other appropriate way of his 
choosing, to make public those 
tapes relevant to the present 
inquiry. I believe, further, that 
he would have been well ad­ 
vised to meet with Senator 
Ervin and with Senator Baker 
in an effort to arrive at some 
mutually satisfactory way to 
avoid what seems to me to be 
an 
unnecessary 
and unwise 
Constitutional 
confrontation. 
This possibility seems to have 
been 
ruled 
out 
by 
the 
President’s statement regarding 
the tapes that ‘‘None has been 
transcribed or made public and 
none will be.” 
It is to be hoped, and 1 
believe, that the President will, 
in due course, make a public 
s t a t e m e n t on the ent^e 
Watergate matter — preferably 
■at a press conference w'here the 
reporters will be given full 
opportunity to ask wide-ranging 
questions — but I, as one 
member of Congress and as a 
citizen, 
regret 
his 
decision 
regarding the tapes and believe 
it to be a mistaken one. 
John Ehrilichman has shown 
himseM to be an aggressive, 
articulate witness, and Jie has 
entered a sweeping denial of

weather is unreasonably cool. 
Generally, it should be above 
55 degrees for a good paint job. 
Avoid, also, painting on any 
surface that is hot from direct 
exposure to the sun. 
—Don’t think one type of 
paint 
formulation

another. There axe many new 
paints on the market. Don’t 
apply the new type latex paints 
with a pure bns le brush, for 
example. Select one with nylon 
or other synthetic bnsJe. Don’t 
attempt to brush out or roll on 
a paint too thinly even though 
your eyetells you it is covering. 
You may be surprised when it 
dries. Don't mix varying types 
ef paints together or add oils 
to thinners unless you know for 
sure the combination will turn 
out right. 
Don’t 
buy 
custom 
mixed 
colors on different days. Pur­ 
chase more than enough at one 
time 
(Allowing 
leftovers 
for 
touch-up) and avoid variations 
that are inevitable with dif­ 
ferent batches. It is a good idea 
to “fix” separate gallons in one 
or more five-gallon containers. 
This means mixing them all 
together so a single uniform 
color results. 
Don’t use a moonlighter or 
a student on a paint job unless 
you have adequate insurance 
coverage for possible accidents. 
Don’t leave 
aerosol paints 
where a small child might press 
the button accidently. At the 
least it could cause a mess. And 
don’t tamper with an empty 
aerosol can, or puncture it. If 
a

one 
doesn’t 
work 
properly, return it to the dealer 
for replacement. 
Don’t leave 
unlidded 
cans 
around. It’s bad for the paints 
and anyone who stumbles into 
it.

The week of July 16 saw a 
showdown in the House on the 
i m p o r t a n t 
Constitutional 
question of the war powers of 
the Pre-sident and the Congress. 
The Committee on Foreign 
Affairs brought in a bill which 
limits the power and authority 
of the President to commit 
troops to combat abroad without 
specific 
prior 
congressional 
authorization to a period of 120 
days, and which provides that 
if 
Congress 
has 
not 
af- 
f i r m a t i v e l y granted such 
authorization within that 12(J-day 
period, then the President must 
break 
off, 
discontinue, 
and 
terminate 
any 
such 
action 
which has been taken. The 
Committee bill also provides 
that Congress, by a concurrent 
resolution, can terminate such 
activities at any time before the 
expiration of the 120 days if 
it so desires. 
I offered as a Substitute my 
own war powers bill which took 
a funda mentally different ap­ 
proach. 
Under 
my Substitute 
the 
President was required, except 
in 
case 
of emergency 
or 
necessity, 
to 
obtain 
prior 
congressional approval to the 
commitment 
of 
troops 
to 
combat or to combat situations 
abroad. However, when and tf 
the President did make such a 
commitment in an emergency, 
without 
prior 
congressional 
approval, he was required to 
report his action immeliately 
thereafter 
to the 
Congress, 
which within 30 days thereafter 
would be required to vote either 
approval or disapproval of the 
President’s action. In the rvent, 
but only in the event, of a 
disapproving vote the President 
would be required to terminate 
his 
action. 
My 
bill 
further 
p r o v i d e d 
for 
subsequent 
Presidential reports, in such 
cases, at intervals of not to 
exceed six months, while the 
combat 
situation 
continued; 
which reports — in every casa 
— would also have to be 
followed 
by 
approving 
or 
disapproving 
votes 
by 
the 
Congress. Thus 
my proposal 
w a s 
designed 
to 
assure 
congressional participation, and 
continuing participation, in the 
vital 
matter 
of 
conducting 
military 
hostilities. 
I 
have 
concluded, after considerable 
thought 
and 
study, 
that 
legislation in this very difficult 
field would be desirable if it 
could be so drawn aa to assure 
congressional 
participation, 
without unduly restricting the 
necessary flexibility 
of the 
executive, and this , in my 
proposed legislation, 
I have 
tried to do. 
I think it is highly important, 
however, 
that 
any 
decision 
taken by the Congress in this 
field ought to be by a deliberate 
and considered up or down vote 
on the part of that body, and 
I object to creating a situation 
w-bere great national and in­ 
ternational 
issues 
could 
be 
determined, and the decision of 
♦he President could be nullified, 
not by a vote of Congress — 
which is a legitimate way to 
determine policy — but simply 
by congressional inaction. 
After 
an 
interesting 
and 
lengthy debate my Substitute 
was defeated by a vote oi 166 
to 250; 
and 
an 
amendment 
offered by Mr. Whalen of Ohio, 
which 
embodied 
the 
same 
general 
approach 
as 
my 


measure, also w'ent down by a 
vote of 200 to 211. 
As already stated, I regard the 
C o m m i t t e e bill as 
fun­ 
damentally unsound, and also 
it is virtually certain to be 
vetoed — where my measure, 
perhaps (although not certainly) 
might not have been. For these 
reasons I voted No on final 
passage, 
but 
the 
measure 
passed the House by a vote of 
244 to 170. 
When the bill emerges from 
Conference with the Senate it 
will surely be more faulty than 
it already is. and a Presidential 
veto will be even more assured. 


AGRICULTURE BILL 
Ttie other big bill of this same 
week was the fa~m bill of 1973 
and, 
because 
of 
many 
and 
divers 
points 
of 
view, 
we 
w o r k e d 
ourselves 
into 
a 
parliamentary snarl which was 
not unraveled until after several 
long sessions, stretched out over 
a period of three weeks, and 
during parts of which it became 
very difficult to determine just 
what provisions were, at the 
moment, in or out of the bill. 
The bill generally continued 
provisions 
of 
existing 
farm 
programs, but the new feature 
— not in present law — was 
the 
so-called 
‘‘target price.” 
Under this 
provision a 
fair 
minimum price is stated to be 
$2.05 a bushel for wheat, $1.38 
per bushel for corn, and $38 
per pound for cotton, and when 
and if the average price over 
the first five months of any 
year falls below these levels 
Federal payments will be made 
to producers in amounts suf­ 
ficient to make up the dif­ 
ference 
between 
the 
curent 
m t r k e t 
price 
and 
these 
“target” price levels. In ad­ 
dition an “escalator clause” is 
provided whereby these target 
levels, but when prices fall the 
increases 
in 
the 
cost 
of 
production. 
This provision may thus be 
said to guarantee a minimum 
or target price to producers of 
wheat, cotton and corn. It is 
an 
attractive 
provision 
at 
present because current market 
orices are well 
above these 
level's, but when prices fal the 
measure 
is 
potentially 
very 
e x p e n s i v e . It has been 
estimated, for example, that a 
decline of wheat prices to $.01 
below 
the $2 05 target price 
would cost the taxpayers some 
$15 
million. 
The 
“escalator 
clause,” of course, contains the 
promise 
of 
great 
additional 
expense. 
In 
adidtion 
to 
this 
con­ 
troversial matter there was a 
great deal of disagreement on 
a number of other important 
points. Among these were the 
questions of dollar limitations 
on price 
support 
payments, 
Federal subsidies to promote 
cotton 
sales 
by 
means 
of 
payments to Cotton, Inc., a 
substitute approach generally 
embodying the farm program 
officially 
sponsored 
by 
the 
American Farm Bureau, and an 
amendment 
outlawing 
food 
stamps for strikers who were 
not eligible for such stamps 
before going on strike.

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In the end we adopted the 
amendment of Mr. Findley of 
Illinois 
which 
sets 
a 
strict 
p a y m e n t limitation of a 
maximum of $20,000 per in­ 
dividual farmer or farm, an 
amendment which I supported. 
This was anathema to the cotton 
representatives 
and, 
at 
one 
point, they succeeded, in their 
frustration, in removing cotton 
completely from the provisions 
of the farm bill, but finally it 
was restored The $10 million 
subsidy to Cotton, Inc. — which 
I opposed — was finally allowed 
♦o remain in the hill. The Farm 
Bureau Amendment, offered by 
Mr. Michel of Illinois, and for 
which I voted, was defeated by 
a vote of 186 to 220. This 
amendment accepted the target 
price concept for one year, 
would have phased out income 
payments over a 
period 
of 
years, and would have shifted 
the set-aside program over to 
a cropland basis. The ban on 
food stamps for strikers — 
which 1 supported and voted for 
as I always have — was finally, 
this year, put in and left in 
the bill. 
The 
expensive 
“escalator 
clause,” which will probably 
cause a Presidential veto (he 
w as ' reluctantly prepared to 
accept the “target prices” ) was 
finally left in the bill. 
Perhaps because of current 
good prices on the farm I 
received relatively little com­ 
munication about this bill from 
f a r m e r s , 
or from farm 
organizations. 
T h e 
Farm 
Bureau 
did 
not 
support 
it. 
though 
some 
other 
farm 
organizations 
d:d. 
The 
ad­ 
ministration opposed it because 
of the relatively high “target 
prices” and the retention of the 
“escalator clause,” and a veto 
is predicted. As a represen­ 
tative from a fine farming area, 
and a farm owner myself, I 
am, 
and have 
always been 
interested in and sympathetic 
to rural problems, and I like 
to sec fair prices and prosperity 
upon the farm. 
I 
am 
not, 
however, convinced that this i*s 
a sound farm bill with a viable 
long-range program, 
allowing 
for the free market when prices 
arc good and a proper set aside 
program to help out when times 
are bad, which probably ought 
to be the general legislative 


Patre Flv 
goal. The bill holds the potential 
of greater taxpayer expense 
than any farm program we 
have ever known; and since a 
veto is promised it will probably 
not become law, and most likely 
we will have to start all over 
again. The bill passed 226 to 
182. I voted No. 
In recent days we have also 
had votes on toxic substances, 
postal rates for 2nd Cass mail, 
p u b l i c 
broadcasting, 
and 
e x e c u t i v e impoundment of 
appropriated funds, which — 
along with other matters — 1 
shall discuss in my next letter, 
a report which will bring us 
up to the August recess of the 
Congress.

‘Killed 13 To 
Save California 
From Quake’ 
SANTA CRUZ. Calif. (UPI) 
— Herbert W. Mullin killed 13 
persons as human sacrifices to 
prevent an earthquake which 
would destroy California, his 
defense attorney said Monday. 
“I will show that my client is 
mad—stark raving mad,” pub­ 
lic defender James Jackson 
said in opening remarks at 
Mullin’s trial on 10 counts of 
murder. 
Jackson said that Mullin 
firmly believed that an earth­ 
quake which would have sent 
California 
sliding 
into 
the 
Pacific Ocean was averted only 
because of his intervention in 
offering up human sacrifices. 
He «aid Mullin, 26, a college 
dropout and drug user, claimed 
he was ‘telepathically instruc­ 
ted ” to commit the killings. 
Mullin pleaded, innocent and 
innocent by reason of insanity 
to the slayings of 10 persons 
killed in a three-week period 
early this year in the Santa 
Cruz area. He has not been 
charged with the three other 
killings he admits to commit­ 
ting.Prosecutor Art Danner, an 
a s s i s t a n t district attorney, 
made a brief opening statement 
and showed jurors pictures of 
the 10 victims. 
“Each time Herbert W. 
Mullin killed, he killed with 
premeditation 
and 
delibera­ 
tion,” said Danner, who asked 
the jury to bring in 10 first 
degree murder convictions. 
Jackson said Mullin stomped 
and stabbed a Roman Catholic 
priest to death last year in a 
concession because he received, 
a telepathic message to kill the 
cleric after going to the Church 
to pray on All Sours Day. 
Mullin has not been charged 
with the priest’s killing in 
nearby Los. Gatos.

Many Recruits 
Discharged By 
Armed Forces 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Armed Forces last year had to 
discharge 29.217 recruits—16 
per cent of those enlisted— 
because they laetr were found 
'unfit for sen-ice, a Pentagon 
report shows. The errors cost 
$73 million. 
The report on recruiting of 
the volunteer Army, made 
public Sunday, attributed the 
swearing 
in of unsuitable 
military personnel to improper 
recruiting practices, fraudulent 
enlistments 
and 
inadequate 
entrance medical examinations. 
An Army audit agency team 
discovered the situation, and 
this led to a crackdown last 
spring on recruiters and revi­ 
sion of Army recruiting regula­ 
tions to eliminate loopholes 
pointed out by the team.. 
Some of the findings of the 
report were released earlier by 
Rep. Les Asp in, D-Wis.t a 
Pentagon critic. He contended 
the report opened the door on 
‘"‘a major untold scandal, within 
the Army recruiting com­ 
mand.” 
“If this is. what we "have to go 
through to fill up a volunteer 
Army, then let’s have the 
facts.” Aspin said in c a Ming for 
a congressional investigation. 
The audit agency report said 
29.217 men and women accept­ 
ed by armed forces entrance 
examination stations 
during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1972, had to be discharged later 
because they were found to be 
unfit mentally, physically or 
morally. 
“Individuals were enlisted 
who were not medically quali­ 
fied,” the report said. “Other 
in d,i v id ua is m ade f r audul ent 
enlistments. Others were given 
unauthorized re-tests. These 
enlistments defeat the goal of 
achieving quality personnel for 
a volunteer Army and increase 
the 
number 
of 
personnel 
separations for medical prob­ 
lems existing prior to service.” 
Only 10.25,2 of .the 29,217 
persons identified in the report 
were aetuaUy Army enlistees. 
The others passed through the 
examining stations on the way 
to other branches of the Armed 
Services.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
volunteer long has been a vital 
part of a hospital’s operation. 
Now a new type of volunteer is 
welcomed to the scene—the one 
with a handicap. 
“These people often are the 
ones who recall thier own 
hospital stays and remember 
other volunteers fondly,” said 
Mrs. Sylvia Pasmantier, who 
beads the volunteer service at 
one major hospital making a 
place for the handicapped to 
offer a service. 
“It is as though they were 
trying to repay,” she said. 
‘ Some come a great distance 
to work, one, two or three days 
a week. In many cases they ask 
for duty on the floor where they 
once were patients.” 
Mrs. Pasmantier is on the 
staff of Downstate Medical 
Center, pan of the State 
Ueive.rs.ity of New York com­ 
plex.None Arc Discouraged 
“Most volunteers already are 
motivated, .that’s why they’re 
here,” she said in an interview. 
“But toe handicapped seem to 
have an extra motivation .can 
contribute an extra warmth. 
“They have almost a reli­ 
gious fervor...and give a lot of 
their own strength.” 
Helping the bandicaped to 
help others is a program 
adaptable 
to 
many 
other 
hospitals, 
Mrs. 
Pasmantier 
fels.Downstate Medical, in Brook­ 
lyn, is a 350-bed hospital being 
expanded to double its patient 
capacity. Mrs. Pasmantier said 
its regular volunteer total year- 
round numbers around 100; in 
summer it doubles with high 
school and college students. 
The numbers with some 
frailty still are small, but 
nothing seems to discourage 
them. 
Mrs. Pasmantier described 
some of these volunteers. 
Has Third Pacemaker 
There is Mrs. Armeta Living­ 
ston, widowed since 1958, never 
ill until 1969 when she had a 
serious heart attack. 
Now living with a pacemaker 
to help her heart operate 
normally, 
she comes 
into 
Downstate at least once a week 
to visit cardiac patients and to 
encourage those who’re getting 
pacemakers. Mrs. Livingston 
has been given her third. 
“Now that I can’t work, this 
is the least I can do,’ Mrs. 
Livingston said. 
Another volunteer also was a 
heart ailment case. In October 
1971, Mrs. Lillian Poyser, a 
New York City employe only a 
few years short of a pension, 
sufered a myocardial infarc­ 
tion—damage to heart muscle 
tissue. 
Recuperation in hospital and 
at home took. 10 months and 
although she wanted, to return 
to work, her husband, a train 
dispatcher, discouraged her. 
But when some of her old vigor 


returned, she began to get a 
little edgy and offered her 
services as a volunteer. 
Mrs.. Pa sm. antier said Mrs. 
Poyser comes in. two days a 
week doing clerical chores at 
one of the nurses’ stations. But 
she also helps with patients-—“I 
served them lunch and I 
provide escort service when 
they need it.” 
“It’s very gratifying.” said 
Mrs. Poyser. “...the big payoff 
comes in how you feel about 
yourself. You come here and 
you see people so much worse 
off than you are that you feel 
stronger.”
